to operate o, Ono moy read aloud and
correctly an entiro page of a book, nnd
- ¥at nob bo cognizant of a singlo Lhought
of tha nuthorof tho hook ho is reading,
Other practical  iHusteations of the
sime kind wore introduced to prove Lho
abeenve of sunsation upon one's conncle
rouaness. e thon gave the following
briof definition of “Attemtion.” *“Con.
sctousnoss,” said ho, "ig the knowing
that wo know, Attention is conscions-
»ness, and somelhing more, It iy con-
sciousness voluntarily  applied, under
its law of limitations, to sotue doter-
. minuto objoct, Itis, in short, conscious.
ness concuentrptol.’
I The lecturer procecded by stating
that to philosophize 18 to reflact; that
is, to exmnine things in thought,  Man
employa thought in those particular ne-
tions concernod in thib adaplation of
,meang to an eml.  All geience, in faot,
ia the product ol reflestive: thought,
i ‘Wecan, therefore, have no concentrated
CAhought without attention, ~All our
|conscious sensations depend upon it
Further, our poreeption depends upon
e also.  We may see o horde, but i we
‘givo tho perception no attention, thore
18 'no eensation, and therefore wo aro
not conseious of having even the horse;
indeed, to all intents and purposes, we
' linve not seen it atall.  Wlhat wo re-
 member nlso depends upon attention,
for we may hear or ses a thonsand
. things and it wo [uil to givo uttention to
them, wo cannot therelors remombor
“them. What we believe, he elaimed,
© nlso depends upon. attention.  We cans
not believe without wo uoderstand tho
aubject considered, and wo cannot une
derstund anything unless we first give
o' it our undivided attention. What
wo feel and what wo will likewiso de-
pend upon attention. .
The lecturer next procended Lo prove
hint the mind can give attontion to
more than one object or thing at o time.
Bome writers say it cannot, but lio ia
clearly of the opinion that it can. These
writers, he said, insist that the mind
ean move with such rapidity from ong
thing to another that it appeara ng
though it wos considering eeveral ol-
jocts at the same instunt of time, whila
in foct it is not, Ilo disputed this the-
ary with emphasis, and illustrated hia
position in the following manner: We
listen to a band of music. consiating of
ten or more instruments, If we give
slose attention wo ‘can readily follow
soveral of the inatrumonts witl positive
distinctness, So we may seo and dig-
tinguish several difforent colorsat one
and the same froction of time. Wa can
nlso place o number of differont nrticles
together and eusily distinguish them
at the same instant, Ii the mind could
approliend no more than onp object at
" onee, it would bo entirely cut’ off from
tho most important part of its knowl-
edge,  tho knowledge of relations, or
every doscription of knowledgs Ly syn-
thesis.  We know by experience that
percepts are oiten united, and wo know
also that we have double and eomplex
concepts.: How, thon, ia it possible for
ona to say thut the mind can only give
tontion to ono thing at a time?
Thero are two distinct kinids of atten-
tion, wvoluntars and involuntary, or
rather nonvoluntary,  One is depend-
ant upon the will—the other is not.
You may be reading a book, and n band
of music bozine to play. By an eflort
